I was informed last week that an officer of the Anchorage Police Department 
had recently been charged by the department with improper conduct and possibly 
child sex related activities. This officer was registered with the Boy Scouts 
of America during the years 1981-1984. There is a possibility that he may 
have involved one or two Explorers during that time- The investigation is not 
complete* 

This officer has been our chief contact with the Anchorage Police Department 
in dealing with three persons we have placed on the confidential file, I have 
asked the officer investigating the case to review those files to determine if 
they were handled correctly and if I was given correct information. The three 
cases involved are: 

Kyle Cherry 
Paul Cottrell 
Jeffrey Moore 

At this time I believe you should be alerted to a possibility that we could be 
involved in the prosecution of Investigator E. Frank Feichtinger, DOB-1949. 
He was registered as an Assistant Scoutmaster in Oteteana Council, Rochester, 
New York prior, to his coming to Anchorage in the late 1960 f s or early 1970's. 

I have discussed this with Claude Yamamoto, Area Director for our Council. 



I have not, as yet, made contact with the Alaska State Trooper who intially 



contacted me regarding George S. Russell . Inasmuch as we knew nothing about 
him and he has had no Scouting involvement locally to our knowledge, I have to 
secure this information from the State Troopers, I will pursue it and secure 
what is available and what was the disposition of the investigation. 



Regarding disposition of our files. We have placed them in the hands (of fice) 
of our Council Attorney, Keith Brown. They are accessible for reference when 
needed, but are not available to anyone except through our legal counsel.

Thank you for your letter of October 10, concerning the above named 
individual. It certainly sounds as if there could be a problem, but as you 
indicated, there is nothing that would substantiate placing him on the 
Confidential File at this time. 

We have checked our records and find that Hr, Cottrell is not registered for ■ 
the Jamboree; nor is he registered with the Boy Scouts of America in any 
position. I have alerted the Jamboree Administrator concerning this, so that 
he will be aware, should this person attempt to participate. 

There are some people who are concessionaires at the National Jamboree and ^ 
these people are not checked against the Confidential File or registered with 
the Soy Scouts of America* It is very possible that someone could be 
participating in some manner and we would not know this. There are hundreds 
of people who deliver items to the Jamboree each day and others who 
participate in some booths. 

Thanks again for your help and I certainly will keep this in a "bring-up* 
file, in the event this name should ever come up again.

Dear Paul: 



While I was away from the Council attending Top Hands, a long-time Scouter 
from our Council who has since moved to Florida, stopped by the Council 
Service Center while back in town on a visit. During the conversation it was 
mentioned that he was considering making application to the Boy Scouts of 
America to be a concessionaire at the National Jamboree, I don't know if 
there is such a thing "as a concessionaire, however, he was given the address 
of the National office. 

This Scouter, Paul Cottrell, is a Silver Beaver, three time Jamboree leader, 
Eagle Scout, past Scoutmaster, Woodbadge trained and all those good things in 
Scouting, however, I have some concerns because of an incident in 1986. 
Although nothing has ever been proven the incident has been investigated by 
the Anchorage Police Department and when I last talked with the Investigator - 
the case was classified "Exceptional Clearance," i.e. person identified, 
probable cause, not enough evidence to prosecute. 

On August 1, 1986 Timothy Taylor, who is an officer with the Anchorage Police 
Department visited me in my office and related the following information: 

During 3oy Scout summer cairp in July 1986, Paul Cottrell, the Scouter in 
question was servHjc^^^^olunteer camp commissioner. While in camp 
with his troop, pP^^^f^'S?! (the same person) Scoutmaster of Troop 
116, Anchorage, Alaska, received a telephone call informing him that 
his daughter had been fatally injured in an accident. Since there was 
only one leader with Troop 116, Paul Cottrell, the troop's caup 
canmissioner, was asked to serve as a temporary leader until the troop 
could arrange for a replacement. 

A Scout in Troop 116 reported while gathering firewood he was 
asked by Paul Cottrell to go to his (Paul Cottrell 's) caliper. While 
there the Scout reports he was sexually fondled. 

He did not report it or mention it until later when the other Scouts 
were discussing how great Paul was to help out with the troop. The 
Scout commented he didn't think he was such a great guy. At this 
point the Scouts discussed what happened but didn't seem to know what 
to do because they did not want to further upset their Scoutmaster 
whose daughter had just been killed.

When^^^^^^B related this to me he stated he had been having problems in 
the troop with this Scout and that there was some doubt in his mind as to the 
truthfulness of the report. 

As the police investigated, I understand they did turn up some other 
information about Paul, however, I do not know exactly what it was. 

As you can see, I feel we may have a problem yet there could be nothing.
